POPULATION OF 60,000 

Before the Allied invasion, Naha 
was a metropolis of 60,000 persons 
Now it was a deserted ruin 

Reconnaissance troops in a land 
ing craft scouted the Okinawa coast 
from a few hundred yards south of 
Yonabaru to the southern tip of 
the island without drawing enemy 
fire
